Listing of Claims: 

1. (Currently Amended) An apparatus comprising: 

an HTTP client and a computer executable, wherein: 

a the c omputer executable for proc e ssing a fil e of a first filo type, comprising is operable 
to be invoked by the HTTP client and comprises : 

instructions operable to process a file of the first file type, the file having file 

content; 

a first module that determines whether the file content includes content of a first 
content type id entifi e s a cont e nt typo of tho file, the first module performing a first function if the 
file content i ncludes a content of the fi rst content type, and 

a second module that determines whether the file content includes content of a 
second content type i dentifi e s th e content typo of tho file, the second module performing a 
second function different from the first function if the file content i ncludes a content of the 
second content type; and 
wherein: 

a the HTTP client that roooivoo is operable to receive fi les of the first type and files of a 
second type from a network, the HTTP client causing invoking t he computer executable 
proc e ss for processing fi les of tbe first type but not files of the second type. 

2. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim I, wherein the content of t he first content 
type includes a oot of instruct] ons content a nd the first module executes the instructions content . 
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3. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim 2, wherein the apparatus is associated wife 
further comprises a computer proc e ssor and the computer executable further comprises an 
extraction module, the instructions content c ausing the extraction module to extract information 
from the computer. 

4. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim 3, wherein the computer executable further 
comprises a third module for transmitting the extracted information by generating an HTTP 
request containing the information and sending the HTTP request over the network. 

5. (Original) The apparatus of claim 3, wherein the extracted information includes habitat 
information. 

6. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim 5 wherein the habitat information includes 
at least one of a machine ID, a storage ID, an Ethernet address, asd or a processor ID. 

7. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim 2, wherein the instructions content c auses 
the first module; to install computer software on a computer associated with the apparatus. 

8. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim 7, wherein the computer software is an 
updated version of the computer executable for processing a fil e. 

9. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim 1, wherein at least one of performing the 
first function a nd performing the second function[[s]] includes displaying at least a portion of the 
information oontoinod within t he file cootent 

10. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim 1, wherein at least one of performing the 
first function a jad performing the s econd function[[s]] includes uncompressing at least a portion 
of the information contain e d withirH he file content . 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim 1, wherein at least one of performing the 
first function and performing the second function[[s]] includes storing at least a portion of A© 
information contained within the file content . 
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12. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim 3, wherein the computer executable further 
comprising an HTTP module that generates a hypertext transfer protocol method request f or 
sending the extracted information over a the network. 

13. (Cancelled) 

14. (Currently Amended) A method for processing a file comprising: 

receivin e in a web browser a file and information about a typ e of th e f i lo ovcr a network, 
the file having a file type, the file having file contents 

setestigg . the file type being associated with a computer executabl e, the computer 

executable being software external to the web browser, the web brows er bein g linked to invoke 
the computer executable associated with tho filo ucinfl th e infnTmntinn . nhrmt th<* nfthn fiin 
to perform processing of files of the file type: and 

causing executing the computer executable to procoss - u pon receipt of t he file, wi& 
proooGcinfi furth e r comprising the computer executable : 

determining whether the file content includes content of a first content type r the 
oomputor oxeoutable-and performing a first function if the file content includes content of the 
first content type; and 

determining whether the file content includes content of a second content type? 
tho computer e x e cutabl e a nd performing a second function different from the first function if the 
file content includes content of the second content type. 

15. (Currenily Amended) The method of claim 14, further comprising: 

generating an HTTP request containing information and sending the information by 
sending the HTTP request over a network. 

16. (Cuirenily Amended) The method of claim 14, wherein the content of t he first content 
type includes a s e t of instructions content and the first function executes the instructions content. 
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17. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 16, wherein the method io oooooiatod with 
web browser is executing on a computer, the instructions content c ausing the computer 
executable e xtraction modul e to extract habitat i nformation from the computer. 

18. (Cancelled) 

19. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 174*, wherein the habitat information 
includes at least one of a machine ID, a storage ID, a»4 an Ethernet addres s, or a processor ID . 

20. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 16, wherein the instructions content c auses 
the computer executable to install computer software on the computer. 

21 . (Origimd) The method of claim 20, wherein the computer software is an updated version 
of the computer executable. 

22. (Currendy Amended) The method of claim 14, wherein at least one of performing t he 
first function and performing the s econd fimction[[$]] includes displaying at least a portion of 
information oontainod within the fil e content 

23. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 14, wherein at least one of performing t he 
first function a nd performing the s econd £unction[[s]] includes uncompressing at least a portion 
of tho information containod within the fil e content. 

24. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 14, wherein at least one of performing t he 
first function and performing the s econd function[[s]] includes storing at least a portion of fee 
information contained - within the file content . 

25. (Cancelled) 

26. (Cumenily Amended) The method of claim 14, wherein the file contains content includes 
bot h content of the first content type and content of t he second content type, the computer 
executable processing the file to perfomi both the first function a nd the second function. 
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27. (New) rhe method of claim 14, wherein the computer executable is a browser plug-in. 

28. (New) rhe method of claim 14, wherein the computer executable is a helper application. 

29. (New) The method of claim 28, wherein the helper application is a computer executable 
associated with a PDF file format. 

30. (New) The method of claim 14, wherein the web browser is executing on a computer, the 
method further comprising: 

extracting information from the computer; and 

transmitting the extracted information by generating an HTTP request containing the 
information and sending the HTTP request over the network. 

3 1 . (New) ' rhe apparatus of claim 1 , the computer executable further comprising: 
instructions operable to determine whether the file content includes content of any 

content type that is one of a predetermined two or more content types, the computer executable 
performing a function based on the file content only if the file content includes content of at least 
one of the predetermined two or more content types. 
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
